* and fat content of a holiday 
meal, you have to consider the 
whole day; not just what is con- 
sumed at the table. Many peo- 
ple snack before and after the 
meal. And don't forget that late 

Vif night turkey sandwich. 


Here are some of my favorite 
tips for healthy holiday eating: 

* Eat breakfast. Many people 
skip that all-important first 
meal of the day because they 
are "saving up" calories to con- 
sume later! 

Unfortunately the human 
metabolism doesn't work that 
way. When you don't eat regu- 
lar meals, your body can go into 
the "famine" mode. When it 
does get some nourishment, 
your body may try to store as 
much fat as possible in case you 
don't eat again for a while. Eat- 
ing small regular meals can 
help increase your metabolism. 

* Watch the appetizers.’ You 
can consume a day's allotment 
of fat grams just nibbling on 
hors d'oevres before dinner. Try 
serving an assortment of raw 
vegetables with a fat-free dip: 


Or cut up bite-size Pieces of 
fresh fruit. These choices add 
vitamins and help take the 
edge of the appetite without 
sabotaging a healthy eating 
plan. 

* If those you are serving are 
on low-fat diets, cook a turkey 
breast instead of the whole 
bird. There's less fat in the 
white meat. 

* Take advantage of the Flori- 
da weatlifr and cook on the 
grill. Excess fat cooks off. This 
also means you won't have the 
oven and your air conditioner 
at war all morning, running up 
your electric bill. 

* Instead of making mashed 
potatoes with butter and milk, 
use chicken broth. If you want 
that butter flavor, add some 
fat-free butter flavoring such as 
Butter Buds or Molly McButter. 


* If you are making dressing, 
think about the fat content of 
each ingredient. For example, 
you can make corn bread for 
the. dressing without adding 
fat. It doesn't matter that the 
corn bread will be dry because 


» you are only using it to make 


dressing. Instead of adding 
stock from the turkey (which 
you won't have anyway if you 
cook it on the grill) use canned 
chicken ог turkey broth. 
Instead of whole eggs, use egg 
whites. 

* Sweet potato casseroles can 
also be turned into low-fat dish- 
es. Use egg whites instead of 
whole eggs, non-fat evaporated 
or condensed milk instead of 
the regular kind and crushed 
whole grain cereal instead of 
nuts for the topping. 

* Instead of sauce-rich veg- 
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a healthy diet plan 


etable casseroles, try fresh 
steamed vegetables. 

* For dessert, serve fresh 
fruit with fat-free frozen or 
whipped topping. If you don't 
want guests to feel deprived, 
you can make a lovely layered 
dessert out of fat-free, sugar- 
free pudding, fat-free Cool- 
Whip, low-fat granola or crum- 
bled fat-free brownies (there 
are several brands of mix avail- 
able) and fresh fruit (I use 
bananas, ріпеарріе:апа straw- 
berries). I admit this dessert 
has a lot of artificial flavorings, 
which I normally try to avoid, 
but even I make exceptions on 
a holiday. 

* Try to limit consumption of 
alcoholic beverages. Don't for- 
get that alcohol has a lot of 
calories рег. ounce. If you are 
going to have a holiday drink, 


make it a glass of red wine; 
which is good for your heart. (I. 
know, red wine isn't appropri: 
ate with turkey, so have it beforé 
dinner!) 

* After dinner, try to get out, 
of the house and away from the 
leftovers. 

Take a walk, which will 
improve your digestion. Many 
people simply can't resist the 
temptation to snack as they put 
away leftovers. Draft the skin- 
ny members of your household 
for this chore. 

If, despite your best inten: 
tions, you consume more than 
you know you should, don't add 
to the health problem by get- 
ting stressed out. Just go back 
to your healthy eating plan the 
next day.

. Botanic gardens relieve -7 
stress, UF researchers find 


Take a walk and call me in the morning may 
be a good prescription for stress, according to 
researchers at the University of Florida. 

In a relatively new area of horticultural 
research, Professor Jennifer Bradley and gradu- 
ate researcher Tammy Kohlleppel found: that 
walks in botanic gardens lower visitors’ percep- 
tions of their stress levels. И 

“The research on this is very limited, and the 
field is wide open," Bradley said. “We don't real- 
ly know what happens with a: botanic garden. 
We know that there is something about being in 
nature, being in the outdoors that has a positive 
effect on people, but we have not-quantified that 
„ЗО we wanted to look into it." 

Bradley and Kohlleppel used questionnaires 
this spring to survey visitors to three Florida 
gardens: Bok Tower Gardens in Lake Wales, 
Feirchild Tropical Garden in Miami and Mounts 
Botanical Garden in West Palm Beach. 

The 312 "questionnaires filled out and 
returned indicated а, statistically significant 
drop in visitors’ perception oftheir stress levels, 
Bradley said: 

“The implications for health di well-being 
are obvious,” Bradley said. “And for public gar-

Isaac Cline а hero for predicting deadliest hurricane in history 


Isaac Cline has always been 
one of my. personal heroes 
because of what he did on 
September 8, 1900. 

. Cline was a meteorologist 
Stationed at. Galveston, Texas 
when one of the strongest hur- 
гісапев. ever to strike the 
United States came onshore. 
The storm claimed at least 
6,000 lives, making it the dead- 
liest hurricane in U.S. history. 

Yet, that death toll could 
have been much higher if not 
for thevefforts of Isaac Cline.

"In the absence 
of any civil defense organiza- 
fion, Ludlum writes, "Cline 
took it upon himself to play the 
role of meteorological Cassan- 
dra and rode up and down the 
beaches on horseback warning 
people of the impending dan- 
ger." 

It's a wonderful story. One 
that I read over and over as a 
youngster. Too bad it's not true. 

As it turns out, Cline under- 
estimated the strength of the 
Storm, never took to horseback 
and never warned anyone. 
‘That surprising revision of his- 


Weather Service and of my 
hero, Isaac Cline. 

Ludlum's account of Cline's 
actions were based on a book 
Cline wrote several years after 
the disaster. Since Isaac was 
one of the few survivors of the 
great storm, there weren't 
many people around to dispute 
his story. Apparently, he decid- 
ed to embellish it. 

Through  meticulous  re- 
search, Larson discovered what 
really happened on September 
8, 1900. According to Larson, 
Cline woefully miscalculated 
the strength of the storm, at 
least in part because he was 
kept in the dark by his superi- 
ors. ч 

Because of professional jeal- 
ousy within the Weather 
Bureau and bureaucratic red 
tape, Isaac was never told of a 
hurricane sweeping south of 
Florida and into the Gulf of 


was very poor (most. people 
thought astrologers were more 
accurate), a time when fore- 
casters were forbidden to even 
use the term "hurricane". 

Larson discovered that Isaac 
never took that horseback ride 
on the beach. Instead,’ Isaac 
returned to his home believing 
it would stand up to the storm. 

It didn't. Along with just 
about every structure on the 
island, Isaac's house, filled 
with dozens of people seeking 
refuge from the hurricane, was 
destroyed. 

Isaac's Storm is reading at 
its best.

The 
deist argues that after creation 
God separated himself from 
the world leaving it to function 
by natural rational rulés. This 
theory would deny God's provi- 
dential care and the/benefit of 


characteristics of God. 

The only being that could 
possibly know^them was God 
himself. Thus the biblical con- 
cept of God is evidence of God's 
influence upon it writers. Does 
that not encourage you to read 
your Bible knowing its author 
is divine?
